CULTURAL HINTS: Vines require about the same planting methods as shrubs. If they are to 
be trained over a building, do not plant them too close. One foot away is good and 14 feet 
is better. 


If you wish to train the Wisteria to a tree form, remove side shoots and train the strongest 
leader to a stake to the desired height. Allow it to branch at the top only. Stake may be 
removed after a year or two as the plant will then be strong enough to support itself. Old 
Wisteria plants that do not bloom should be heavily root pruned. Spring planting only.
